This application contains claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species of the claimed invention: Group la, claims 1-14 directed to a 
species of display device comprising an optical region in which derivatives of a 
dyestuff molecule are soluble in a solvent in which the dyestuff molecule itself is 
insoluble; Group lb, claims 15-19 directed to a species of display device 
comprising an optical region in which pigment grains each have a grain size not 
greater than 70 nm and each pigment grain is formed by pigment molecules 
encapsulated in an inorganic material; and Group Ic, claims 20-21 directed to a 
species of display device comprising a plurality of pixels each having a light 
emitting layer containing a plurality of pigment grains each formed of a plurality of 
dyestuff molecules aggregated or polymerized therein. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed 
species for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no 
generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claim is generic.
